Hat divers perſons of great Loyalty, held ſeveral Church Lands 
+ by Leaſe before the Wars, and paid rents in time of wars to the 
Clergy,and many of them were forced co purchaſe their own Te- 
nements. 
That his Majefty in his Declaration from Breds, promiſed to 
| ſuch, ſome reaſonable ſatisfaftion, And by his Letters to the Arch» 
biſhop of Canterbury requires, that the Ancient Tenants of the Church be favou- 
rably dealc with in renewing their Leaſes. 
That the King Commiſſionated divers Lords and others to Effe& thoſe pur- 
poſes, and himſelfhath ofcen interpoſed, but the Obſtinacy of ſome of the Cler- 
gy have refuſed to obey him. - 


Therefore it is 'Enatied | | 


That Certain Perſons are Commiſſionated to agree all differences between the 
Ancient Tenants and the Churchmen concerning any Leaſe in being in 1642. 
Or which may be made before 1563. Or any Purchaſeby ſuch Tenant ofhis own 
Tenancie , And the Order of the Commiſſioners to be finall co the Tenants. 

But if the Churchmen reſuſe to _— with Orders of the Commiſlioners, 
then the Caſe to be reported to the King and Councel, And the Judgemenc 
thereto be final to all parties: 

If Church-men will not obey, the King may under the Great Seal , Privy Sig- 
net, or Sign Manuall, make Leaſes for 21. years, or three Lives,of the Lands, ac« 
cording to ſuch Order which ſhall be good and available; And ifſuch Lefſees be 
impleaded, he may plead the General Iflue, and minifter the Special Matter in 
Evidence, And if verdi& go for him, ſhall recover Double Coſts, 

All Concurrent Leaſes ſince 1643. are made void, except the ſame were made 
to the Old Tenant, or to others with his Conſent, or which is or ſhall be appro« 
ved by the Commiſſioners, or the King. 

Provided the Fine upon the Leaſe to be made ſhall be paid to him whoſe 
Leaſe is avoyded, if it come ſhort the Leſſor ſhall make ic vp, ifit be more the 


lus ſhall be paid to che Leſſor. 
" All rates of Fines a Covetanes in Leaſes to bEniade by viregdof this ARE © + 
ſhall be ſubjeted co the Approbation of che Commiſſioners, and the King and 
Councell, wich particular regard to be had to fuch Tenant as paid his rent any 


ewoyears inthe time of Wars: 
Where ſeveral Perſons were Joynt Lefſees, whereof One or More do not merit 


the benefit of this AR, and the other do, the Leaſe ſhall be renewed foly to him 
that ſtands upright. 
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
